Using  a sculptured  clay  skull 
as  a basic  foundation,  he  created 
ancient  Egyptian  “power-lusts” 
and  Adolph  Hitler  while  explain- 
ing, “The  skull  is  made  in  the 
image  of  God,  but  what  is  inside 
the  skull  is  often  misdirected.” 

Then  continuing  a comparison 
between  power-lusts  and  men  of 
God,  he  sculptured  a bust  of  the 
LDS  prophet  Joseph  Smith  in  20 
minutes.

America’s  foremost  flying  sau- 
cer expert  will  speak  at  tomor- 
row’s forum  assembly  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse  at  10  a.m. 

James  W.  Moseley  will  then 
show  films  of  unidentified  flying 
objects  in  the  Varsity  Theater  at 
11:10  a.m.  at  a question  and  an- 
swer period  following  his  talk. 

OVER  15  YEARS 
A graduate  of  Princeton  Uni- 
versity, Moseley  has  been  recog- 
nized as  the  most  articulate  and 
knowledgeable  expert  on  the  UFO 
enigma  for  over  15  years. 
Editing  the  noted  offbeat  mag- 


azine “Saucer  News,”  which  has 
placed  him  in  the  forefront  of 
UFO  researchers,  he  examines 
evidence  to  determine  the  extent 
of  reality  behind  UFO's. 

UFO  SIGHTINGS 
Flying  saucer  history  from  Bib- 
lical times  through  recent  report- 
ed sightings  in  our  own  vicinity 
will  be  traced  in  Moseley’s  talk. 
The  changing  pattern  of  UFO  ob- 
servations and  the  growing  fre- 
quency of  reported  sightings  “due 
to  increased  boldness  in  surveil- 
lance of  our  planet,”  will  be  in- 
cluded in  his  analysis. 


“What  a great  influence  we  can 
be  to  the  culture  of  our  times  by 
integrating  our  beliefs  into  the 
arts.” 

Later  in  the  afternoon,  an  artist, 
a musician,  a poetess,  an  archi- 
tect, and  an  English  professor 
contributed  views  in  a panel  dis- 
cussion entitled  “Art  and  Creativ- 
ity in  a Mormon  Environment.” 

Mrs.  Carol  Lynn  Pearson,  auth- 
oress of  Beginnings,  commented 
that  “Mormonism  has  fantastic 
subject  matter  from  which  to 
draw;  Mormonism  has  something 
to  say  that  needs  to  be  said.” 

STIMULATING 

“Mormonism  has  given  us  an 
attitude  toward  art  that  is  very 
stimulating,”  she  explained.  “But, 
we  must  remember  that  first  we 
are  Latter-day  Saints,  and  sec- 
ond, we  are  artists.” 

Provo  architect  Lee  Knell,  Dr. 
Ralph  Woodward  of  the  Music  De- 
partment, and  Dr.  Clinton  Lar- 
son, of  the  English  Department 
agreed  that  Mormons  have  a 
great  heritage  and  many  possibil- 
ities, but  they  are  not  measuring 
up  by  putting  their  efforts  into 
creativity. 

Dr.  Woodward  felt  that  there 
are  two  prominent  attitudes 
among  LDS  members:  smugness 
and  a tendency  to  be  inhibited. 

“We  must  not  lose  sight  of  our 
ideals,  and  we  must  not  sell  our- 
selves short,”  he  said.  “We  all 
have  a certain  degree  of  talent 
and  it’s  up  to  us  to  do  something 
with  it.”

Legal  Availability  And  Use  Of  LSl  ■ 


Third  In  A Series 

Those  readers  who  have  been  following 
the  drug  abuse  problem  will  realize  that  it  is 
not  of  recent  vintage.  Congress  began  con- 
sidering legislation  that  would  implement 
closer  control  of  depressant  and  stimulant 
drugs  in  1950. 

National  attention  was  focused  on  the 
problem  of  drug  abuse  by  the  White  House 
Conference  on  Narcotic  and  Drug  Abuse 
which  convened  in  1962.  The  Commission  on 
Narcotic  and  Drug  Abuse  was  appointed  by 
President  Kennedy  to  review  the  infoma- 
tion  presented  at  the  conference.  In  1963 
the  Commission  made  its  report.  They  re- 
commended that  all  non-narcotic  drugs  cap- 
able of  producing  serious  .psychotoxic  ef- 
fects when  abused  be  brought  under  strict 
control  by  Federal  Statute. 

In  1965  Congress  passed  the  Drug  Abuse 
Control  Amendments  which  became  effec- 
tive February  1,  1966.  These  laws  control 
and  restrict  the  manufacture,  distribution 
and  use  of  barbituates,  amphetamines  and 
any  drug  which  is  found  to  have  a potential 
for  abuse  of  its  depressant  or  stimulant  ef- 
fect on  the  central  nervous  system  or  its 
hallucenogenic  effect. 

The  depressant  and  stimulant  drugs  are 
available  on  prescription.  There  is  a legiti- 
mate medical  use  for  these  drugs ; they  ai’e 
available  for  such  use  under  the  provisions 
of  the  law. 

The  hallucinogens,  on  the  other  hand,  are 
only  available  to  qualified  investigators  ap- 
proved by  the  Food  and  Drug  Administra- 
tion and  sub.iect  to  an  Investigational  New 
Drug  application.. 


The  term  “qualified  investigators’ 
not  include  students  who  are  makin. 
lucinogenic  drugs  in  the  chemistry  1. 
tories  or  in  their  rooming  houses, 
these  drugs  are  not  available  for  si 
use,  their  possession  can  result  in  seiz 
the  drugs  by  federal  agents. 

The  penalties  for  violation  of  thesi 
are  not  as  severe  as  they  might  be.  Th 
offense  is  a misdemeanor,  punishab 
not  more  than  one  year  in  prison  or 
of  not  more  than  $1,000,  or  both.  A 
offense  may  result  in  three  years  imp 
ment  and/or  $10,000  in  fines.  In  the  c 
sale  to  a minor  a first  offense  results  : 
years  imprisonment  and/or  $5,000  in

“Once  you  ac- 
cept Joseph  Smith  you  throw  cau-. 
tion  to  the  winds— if  you  want  to 
be  cautious  forget  the  Book  of 
Mormon  and  the  Pearl  of  Great 
Price."  As  Parley  P.  Pratt  pointed 
out,  “the  best  caution  is  prepara- 
tion.” 

Asked  specifically  about  the 
papyri  at  the  conclusion  of  his 
speech,  Dr.  Nibley  stated  that  one 
of  the  greatest  criticisms  of  Joseph 
Smith  has  been  put  to  rest.  In  the 
past  scholars  have  attacked  Joseph 
Smith  by  saying  he  got  hold  of 
some  Egyptian  books  and  put  the 
Book  of  Abraham  together  him- 
self. Now  that  we  have  the  original 
documents  in  our  hands  we  know 
that  such  accusations  are  not  true. 


While  Dr.  Nibley  said  he  has  not 
enough  time  to  do  the  necessary 
groundwork  for  an  effective  study 
of  the  papyri,  he  has  been  able  to 
look  at  them  and  study  their  con- 
tents somewhat.  As  yet  he  has  not 
found  any  word-for-word  similari- 
ties between  the  papyri  and  the 
Book  of  Abraham  but  he  was  quick 
to  add  that,  “there  is  no  last  word 
in  this  area.” 

OFFERS  REFUSED 
The  papyri  were  discovered 
about  two  years  ago  at  which  time 
the  Church  was  willing  to  pay  up 
to  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  get  the 
documents.  Because  the  museum 
officials  apparently  wished  to  avoid 
any  controversy  which  might  arise 
because  of  the  translation  of  the 
papyri,  all  offers  were  turned  down. 


However,  recently  the  officials 
had  a complete  change  of  heart 
and,  as  Dr.  Nibley  put  it,  “they 
even  paid  the  postage.” 

To  those  who  feel  they  have  re- 
ceived some  light  and  truth  per- 
taining to  the  papyri,  Dr.  Nibley 


advised  caution  in  publishing  this 
type  of  information.  “Light  re- 
ceived personally  is  not  to  be  pub- 
lished unless  the  person  is  told  to 
do  so— personal  revelations  are 
private  and  it  is  wrong  to  tell 
others  of  them.”
